Officials Here 


Present Result Of Conference 
To Members Of Union 
Last Night 


P R E S I D E N T D U F F Y 
MAKES STATEMENT 


After a meeting that lasted until 
post midnight, and hearing tlie re­ 
ports of the members of the executive 
board of the National Brotherhood of 
Operative Potters, some 150 members 
Of local 54. potters of the Shenango 
Pottery company, decided to ratify 
the action of the executive board in 
its meeting with James M. Smith, 
president of the Shenango Pottery 
company, held in East Liverpool, O., 
Monday afternoon, October 22. That 
action was a refusal to accede to the 
proposal of Mr. Smith and as a re­ 
sult all union employes of the She­ 
nango Pottery company will be called 
out on strike. This was tlie statement 
of James M. Duffy, national president 
of the National Brotherhood of Oper­ 
ative Potters, who presided at the 
meeting of local 54. 
“We cannot agree to the position 
taken by Mr. Smith.” said National 
President Duffy. 
"For about three 
months this question has been befoie 
us and we have endeavored to a r ­ 
rive at an amicable settlement. 
As 
Mr. Smith has said, the trouble arose 
over the method of loading the bug­ 
gies that carry the ware through the 
tunnel kiln. 
"It. Is true that union kiln place**'? 
were used m the loading of buggies 
but the last piling of ware, that which 
was put on just before the buggv 
started through the tunnel kiln, was 
placed by a laborer, not a union man. 
Five union kiln placers were used in 
this Job and they would load about 
18 buggies a day. 
The amount uf 
v are that could be placed on just be­ 
fore the buggy went through amounts 
it) considerable and in a day s time it 
meant a job for one union man. 
"There have been innovations in 
the pottery business before: for in­ 
stance. when we changed from press­ 
ing to casting tlie ware. 
In all inno­ 
vations it has been the custom for 
the standing committee of the m anu­ 
facturers and the union to get to­ 
gether and decide what would be the 
custom in the new work, and usually 
it has been that the men who did the 
work in the old days were recognized 
under the new system. 
“Tunnel kilns are new in the pot­ 
tery* business, but not entirely new. 
There are five other kilns of such 
type in operation, three in Newell. W. 
Va., one in Chester. W. Va., one in 
Sebring, O.. and one to be put into 
operation in Beaver Falls, Pa.
